COMMERCIAL CIGARETTE MANUFACTUING MACHINE TAX 

Synopsis: Creates the Commercial Cigarette Manufacturing Machine Tax (new 
ordinance). Establishes an annual fee of $5,000 for the operation of a mechanical device to 
roll or wrap bulk loose tobacco into a cigarette tube. Defines penalties for violations and 
authorizes the Cook County Sheriff to enforce provisions. Effective 90 days post-passage.

Impacts rates established by 
ordinance on November 14, 2011. Does not affect the per gallon tax rate for beer. Effective 
30 days post-passage.
